It makes an ideal Rescue Home; ihere is 
nuliijiig cf th" " institution " look about its 
appearance, no feature suggests the jail ; on 
the contrary, it impresses one as decidedly 
home-like.

Mrs. Sergt.-Major Andrews, who fay iier v/ork 
as a League of Mercy Sister is well-known 
to those whose environments are that of 
hospital ward, ceil, or asylum, guided us 
through the deep layers of the " beautiful," 
which had generously fallen over night, to 
the Rescue Home. It was early on Monday 
morning, too, but everything inside looked 
scrupulously clean. Staff-Capt. Jessie Mc- 
Donald, a tried and faithful ofTJccr of many 
years' standing, wearing her white Matron's 
dress and one of her sunny smiles, leceived 
us at the threshold. She conducted us to the 
spacious room which docs duty as r!;ceprion 
room and office. Among the morning mail on 
her desk we noticed a large oificial envelops 
which aroused our journaii.-siic eiiriosity. 
which the Staif-Captain satisfied quickly by 
showintr us its contents. It was a typewritten 
repcjit of the Governinei-t Inspector, who had 
only recently called to thoroughly go through 
the Home. His severest exam.inaition must 
have had but pleasing result, for in hi.^ report 
he expresses nc*tlii?ig"biit ^satisfaction with ine 
condition and management of the Home, com- 
menting on the good work accomplished 
there, and stating that the Home is worthy of 
every support.

Bright little Jessie on the arm of Captam 
Birch, raised her ha; d in military salate, and 
commenced at once a smiling chatter in 
Greek. Ghubfay boy Eddy slept soundly 
through ail the noise around him, in one of 
the numerous neat cots standing round the 
wall. 

Cari is a lively boy, almost too big now to 
stay longer in the Home. Staff-Capt. Mc- 
Donald dreads to part with the little feilow, 
for Ihe will soon have to go lo school, and 
enfT ftiis fir.qt. stap-e of training- for the battle 
of life. 

Last winter a kind lady sent some money 
to be used to give the children a treat. The 
Matron decided to take them all out lor a 
sleigh-ride. ■ Such fine fun it was i The 
young ones screamed with delight, and never 
forgot that day; especially Carl nursed tender 
recollections of it. When he saw the first 
mantle of snoiv ccverinf the ground on a 
recent morning he ait once discreetly inquired 
v/.hether the kind lady had sent, some more 
money to give them another sleigh-ride. 

In the work-room, tucked away in a cradle 
in a warm corner, we saw twin giris ol less 
• than twenty-four hours of age. Tjp^tairs i;he 
young mother rested, well looked after,, and 
doubtless remeniberixig in her hour of loneli- 
ness, Him who had implanted that imsclfish 
love for sorrowing mankind in the iheart ol 
those noble, women who cared for her fn her 
tiOur ot distress. 

The first impression of cleanliness was not 



disturbed in our round of inspection. The 
oper,i ting-room, the hospital ward, the ofH- 
cers' rooms, the cheery dining-room ; every- 
where we could trace tlie untiring energy of 
Staff-Capt. McDonald and her devoted as- 
sistant, Ensign Hall. 

There were no Inxurioiis furnishings and 
costly couches, but in their simplicity and 
neat appearance, all rooms had the stamp of 
the home on it, and it is the spirit of home 
that presides in its entire management. 

Many a wandering girl, on the verge of 
despair, and in deep humiliation about her 
disgrace, has found a haven of reft'.ge within 
those walls, and a large number have also 
met there with Jesus, who saved them and 
bade them go and sin no more. 

Even among those whom frequent iicquaint" 
ance with vice and sin had hardened before 
they came to the Home, some splendid tro- 
phies have been won for Christ. 

Negotiations are now proceeding to pur- 
chase the building, and we are sure that the 
good friends of London will contribute liber- 
ally towards securing such an eminently- 
suitable property for this Christ-like work. 

As I came away my heart was stirred while 
contemplating the great self-sacrifice of our 
dear Rescue Officers, who cheerfully give 
their best to help those whom the world 
scorns and flings aside. There is much 
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Staff'Captais Jessie McDonald, Matroa Loocion Rescue Home, 

drudgery and a great deal to disrourare these 
women-workers, yet the love of Chiist con- 
straineth them to count it all joy that by 
some means they may win souls for the 
Kinerdom of God.

THE PRISONER'S LETTKR. 
I have been a reader of your paper for tlie 
past ten months, and having found that it is 
very instructive to all Who v/ish to know the 
trtith, and being benefitted by it myself, I 
want to write you these few v,?ords of thanks, 
and, if you v.'ill receive it, will give a little 
sketch 01 my past and present, which may 
prove to be a benefit to some poor striving 
soul. 

I, Edward Slaughter, having just escaped 
the sentence of death, and even now waiting 
to be tiliCw io Kingston Penitentiary, vvhe'-e I 
am to spend the rest of my life, write these 
words to you by my own hand, and advise 
all who love the pleasures of this world to 
stop and consider v/!iat is the end of it all, 
1 am well acquainted with this world, having 
traveled a great deal, '.seen many tilings, and 
have done almost everything, even partaking 
in ithe evil doings of til. is world to the lowest 



degree, I have been in 'various occupations, 
from a newsboy to a murderer, but now have 
become a Christian, 

When I was first confined here in Essex 
County Jail, I was an unbeliever, and seeing 
that I had plenty ^of time to spare I thought 
I would read the 'Bible through, in uider to 
be better able to argue in favor of infidelity. 
Rut God knew my heart better than I did 
myself, for this was His way to brmg me 
into the fold, and before I had read the good 
book half through He had very gently, but 
surely, turned me around. After He had 
showed Die the truth of all things, and ■enabled 
me to believe, I laid hold of God in earnest, 
and by yielding my heatt to His tender call, 
I have come to the knovvledge of the truth, 
wherein I rejoice even now. Think ;]0t that 
I am not happy becau-'^e I am in this condition, 
for I am happier than ever in my life, and 
have been most at peace since my stay here 
than in all my former life. God did not forget 
me because I was in liere; He has promised, 
" I will never leave you nor forsake you." 
This I fouiid true, for my joy has been full. 
He sent to me an angel once every week, to 
provide those things that v/cre needful, and 
to sing and pray with mc. In this I have 
found much cornioit, and carr.cstiv prav that 
God will ever be with the angel which He sent 
me, who appeared to mc in the form of a 
sweet woman, bearing the name of Mrs. Box- 
all. I write to you, who know the truth, that 
you may rejoice the more to know that He 
in whom you trust is sure, and aible to save 
to the ultermost all who will flee to Him 
for refuge. I write to those who are weai? 
in frith that they may continue, for they 
shall reap in due time if they faint not, 

I h.ive never had any expeiience in Christ- 
ian work, but I have tried to love all those 
of the Salvation .A.rmy, for 1 feel that they 
are doing the work onr Saviour intended His 
followers to do, as He saith, " Go ye into the 
highways and bywavs and compel them to 
come in." I pray God that He will keep, 
guide, and strengihen you, and grant that 
you shall prosper in all your ways,

Hundreds of Children Gather in the Temple 
Auditorium— Commissioner and Mrs. 



There are few hearts who are not toudhed 
by the sight of a ipinched face, whetlii-r is be 
of a woman or a man, but metliinks who could 
refuse a few coppers or a bite to eat to a 
hungry child. And yet in tfhiis fair Canada 
of ours there are many of very tender, years 
indeed who know what it is not only to lack 
suitable and warm clothing during ihe in- 
clement months ol winter, but who, to an 
extent, at least, feel the pangs of hunger. 

Toronto tiie Good may have, a less per- 
centage of such needy creatures compared 
with other large cities, hut if the ivould^be 
kind even' there msh to go to a little trouhle, 
he WDwld soon find- a good- few who know 
little of Christmas delicacies — yea,- those w4io 
have felt the pinch of poverty to tJhe extent of 
not having lihe bare necessities of life. 

Illustrative of this Staflf-Capt. CoomUs, our 
commanding officer of the Temple corps, on 
.a very icspectabie street came across a family 
in dire want, living in la solitary room, with- 
out fire, without furniture, and worst of all 
scanty clothing and no food. The hnsband 
had been unfortunate — ihis trade had been 
slack, and through one cause and ajnother, 
largely due to circumstances, he had been 
unable to pay the rent to a grasping landlord, 
who sent in the bailiflf to sell all he could lay 
his hands upon. In a most wretched condi- 
tion indeed Staii-Capt. Cooiiibs found the 
family. A couple of rough stretchers fonned 
a bed; there was no fire, the stov« had gone, 
and no beddinjf as far as the officer could see- 
The sad-iaced' wife was slow to explain her 
situation, but at length particulars were 
elicited and help given. 

Here was one place, then, containing suffer- 
ing children — we hope the only one so 
wretched in the Queen City. We fer.r not, 
however. 

The adults had been .supplied with the bas- 
kets, but Commissioner Coombs, not unmind- 
ful of the dhildren, through the Provincial 
Officer 2,rr3n'°"ed for 3. general turkey dinner 
for them in tlhe large auditorium on Jan. 2nd. 
Were many there? you ajsk. Probably 600. 
The officers of the various corps had judic- 
iously gone amongst the people of their dis- 
tricts arid selected the most deserving. Kn- 
sign Cornish, Cape. Baird, with an army of 
helpers, waited upon the juvenile host, and 
the Temple Band play-d siicji sweet melodies 
thait a little felloiw btseeohed Cominissioner 
Coomfes to stt»p the miisic, as he was so en- 
chanted he couldn't eaitl 

Mrs. Coombs was present also, and with 
her two daughters graciously gave out an 
extra supply of good things to the children 
as they passed out. 

Tlie talk of the Commissioner none present 
will forget (and tlhere were hundreds of adult 
Spectators in the gallery). The children en- 
ioved h'.r, !rin.'!!v -m.-irrti u.; mn-jh v.'" thinl;, 
as they had the delicious edibles they had 
devoured, and raised three loud liuriahs for 
the General, three more for the Army, three 
for the iriends v^hp had contributed the neces- 
sary money, and finally a volley for them- 
selves. 

The sight of these hundreds of young feast- 
en would have msde glad 'the gcrcrotis 
friends who did not pass the " boiling-'pot " 
on fihe streets of the Queen City the days 
before Christmas. — F. M.

The. fable ot the country mouse and lihe town 
mouse has a foundation In fact. Mice occasionally 
mlsrate Ih large numbers when food grows scarce, 
and travel considerable distances to fresh houaie, 
Farmers In a part of Perthshire had a good resison 
to become aware of this fact when, a couple of. years 
S.SO, vast swarms at mice Invade their com-flelfla 
at hairveat time. 

But the mouse only tmveJa when It has to. The 
rat, on the contrary, Eeeros^to take a yearly outing, 
In very rnuoh the same fasiilon as do iiuman beings. 
Rata are the most migi'atory d'ea^tures In the world. 
Wb.tile troops ot rats leave the tOTvns a* the end of 
the suminer, and spend a month or two In the coun- 
try, apparrntly In order tn enioy the chanee of food 
which' the country affords at that time of the year 
In the way of fresh' fruit and grain. Before the cold 
weather sets In they are all bauk in their old quajr- 
teira. 

Reindeer mlerarte wltfli the game regularity as 
swallows. Tbey move south when the winter seta 
In, but as soon as ever the snow begins to melt they 
travel steadily north, sometlme.s for rs much an a. 
thousand miles, 

TO end a holiday by deliberate suicide ia iso eti-ange 
a phenomenon that for a long time naturall.^ts looked 
upon the stbrles of the migration nt the leminlnss 
S.S an improbable Actio.'!. Yst the facts .<irf! bpyond 
dlBPUite. At Irregular interraJs these rat-like crea- 
tures start out from their homes In the litstnesssE 
of Northern Scandinavia In huge droves, numbering 

Death pursues them in a hundred forms. Hawks 
and other birds of Drey hover above them- iuses, 
wolves, and man, decimate them. Ti>ousands are 
drowned !n rivers. Tet the rest strugele on until 
they reacli the sea. They do not stop. They plunge 
in, swim out, and struggle on, until at last their 
jtrcngth falls, and they drown. Not one ever re- 
turns from this journey of deaU^. 

This extiaordlnary migration of the lemmings has 
longr bten a puzzle to naturalists. One curious 
explanation that has been otteied Is that th'o little 
btasts, Btlnmlated by inherited Instinct, are striving 
to reach lDiiz-la.st winter quaxters In the lost Con- 
tinent of Atlantic, which now lies deep burled be- 
neath the -..aters of the Atlantic Ocean. 

Who would dreani of a crah traveling any con- 
sldtrable distance? Tet recent Investigation shows 
th2t ora^^ ?o right out to sea In winter, and only 
come In to ■ shore again when spring returns. At 
IHeadnell. n -nr the Feme Islands, 124 marked crabs 
were liberaied In October, 1902. Twelve hnve since 
been re-caught. One of these was. ploke-l up less 
than a yea- iatesr only seven miles soiitih of Aber- 
deen. 

If It were not for the migration of fish, our Icod 
supply would suffer severely. Each yeai the herrings 
come down from the unknown Nortii past our coasts, 
and are caueht In their miljions. Curiously enough 
during the past few yetira the shoals lia,ve been tak- 
ing each year more and more northerly tracks, and 
there Is a grreat discussion as to whether, they are 
permanently altering tiielr • route. 

Salmon, of course, go up our rivers every year to 
ls.y their eEga. The sea-trout, the sturgeon, the sea- 
Inmprty, and the oel all act In tJie same fashion. 

Insects, too, migrate at times In Immense :number3. 

ill Manama see vast nighTB ot DuttcrdlEs move across 
the Isthmus from east to west. If a wind rJs^s, 
whole flights ajre blown out to sea., and drowned In 
millions. 

Ants of some kinds are tremendous travelers. In 
Africa, when tlie driver ants becir down upon a 
village, the negroes run for tlieir lives. 

The violet land-crab of the West Inoies usuaily 
resides Inland; but once a. year It travels down Jn 
clanking unnietj to Llie sea.

The silk-worm and Its food-plant, the white mul- 
ben'y tree, are both niitlves of Eastern .Aata. As in 
the cultivation of tea, «> al"" In the manufacture of 
silk. It is to the seml-mythologlcal legends ot China 
that we must look /or the earliest records. About 
2^500 B.C. the Empress LuJ Tsu la said to have raised 
Bilk-worms and to have woven fabrics out of their 
webs. This account may not have muchMatorleal 
yalu». yet It is true -ths,t, under the name ot xuentl, 
i,ul "Tsu has for centuries been worahlpped aa the 
patron goddess of oilk culture, and tliat oncually 
the j+impress of Ohina aLlU offers sacrlScc io; her at 
the beginning of- bhe silt season. Tills tradition, and 
the religious observance connected with It, establish 
the fact that tile use of silk among the Chinese gcea 
back to a very remote antiquity. 

From the earliest ages ot authentic htatory, silk 
has constituted a most important a-rOcle of commerce, 
and the Industry ot sllk-raislng has gradually spread 
from Its native seat eastward treto Corea and Japan, 
southward Into India, and westward Into central 
and Mediterranean Asia and Into Eunqw. All are 
familiar with the alorlea ■tha.t connect the Introduc- 
tion ot sllk-wornva Into the west and thp promotion 
of sllk-raJslng with the names ot Alexander the Great 
and Aristotle, with the Roman Emperor Mustlnlan, 
with .King 'Roger IL of Sicily, with Henry IV. of 
France, and with Frederick the Great of Prussia. 
Ever since the days of Roman commerce with China, 
raw Bilk and silken fabrics have formed the principal 
exports ■ of the two great naitloris of the fOTlihest 
East. 'At the present time, It Is the silk trade, more 
than anything else, that forms the cQtner-stone of 
the prosperity ot the millions ot China and Japan, 
and. In Its ever-Increasing Importance, It promises 
to be in the future the chief sourree ot their national 
wellbelnp:. 

The reason for the Intportaiit part that silk plays 
tn the commercial world are nlajn. No oliher iertlle 
fabric combines to such & degree ttoe- qualities ot 
wajTnth, lightness, strength, durability, fineness, and 
beauty. These charaoterlstdoshave given it a posi- 
tion to which Its rivals — cotton, wool, and linen — 
can never hope to attain. In the days ot the later 
Roman Empire, silk was worth Its weight in gold, 
and its' value 'vvaii alinufiL im great throughout the 
Middle .Ages and down to tme time when sUk-raising 
became fls-jiily CEitablished In Euroiie, The causes 

portatlon from Its native East, and the peculiar risks 
to which, tmder the moat favorable conditions, sllt- 
ivUhiET Ib iiecesaai-Uy exposed. The production ot 
ocher textile fabrics Is comparatively simple, calling 
for no very laborious attention, and subject to no 
very serious uncertainties. But with silk It Is dlf- 
fftj-eii!;. It I* the i>rodu.ct ot a little ^vottp, eTfariidlnff- 
ly choice tn Its- food, delicate In Its oonctltutlon, 
needing constant and Judicious care, liable lo various 
diseases, tb parasites, and to Injury an<l destruction 
iTom a, host oi ueieici iuua Influencss that muet be 
warded oil by tbe skill and vigilance ot those who are 
Its keepers. Some Idea of the risk to which this 
industry Is sutflect can be gathered from a study of 
silk culture ass pursued In Japan. 

The introduction of sllk-wprmn In Japan Is said 
to have taken place In the second halt of the third 
century of our era. T.'io tr.adltlon Is tluit Corean 
and Chinese Immigrants brought them over trom. the 
continent, £jid first ta.usht -the Japanese their ude. 
The silk Industry, It will -Uius bfe noted, obtained a 
footing and spread through IJie Island-empire con-, 
temporaneously with tea-culture and Buddhism, and, 
Hke these, uirvUgli tlie assncy cf Japan's ntwreat 
neighbors. The Japjuieae peaanntry, however, have 
a pretty legend that g'ves an altogether different 
account ot the affair. According to it, a beautiful 
princess of India was placsd In the hollow trunk of 
a mulberry tree by her cruel stepmother siid sent 
adrift upon the sea. The gods, In compassion, caused 
tlie floatlns trunk with -its precious burden -to be 
borne by wind and wave northward to their well- 
beloved Japan. The princess was driven upon tlie 
onnat nf HIt-nchI, where the People ot Toyo-Ura 
received her kindly. Here iUe -tree tooll root n-nd 
grew and multiplied until Mltachl was filled with 
mulberry grovea, and upon the idca,th of tie beautiful 
princess, the gods, to reward tlie. hospStallTV of the 
people, changed her body Into a sllk-worro. And 
from the tranatOrmed Jndlan pirtncesa and her mul- 
berry tree -boat hoc sprung tie silk industry of 
Japan.

Here !et nie n?mind you ■ that I am not 
raising any questions about the power of 
Christ to heal the sick, and His willingness 
to do so, wOien He sees it to be in harmony 
wiin iiis purposes, a, hrtVe nO douul wiiuLcvc! 
that He accomplishes great works of healing 
among the people, with and without means. 

W'hat I am trying to show yoa is that it is 
not true to say that. He has promised us free- 
dom from diseases in the same sense that He 
has promised freedom from sin. That, I 
say, is an error which cannot bo set foruh 
amongst .us. 

^ ^ 

But does not St. Matthew say, quoting from 
the Prophet Isaiah, that " He (Jesus) Him- 
self bare our sicknesses"? Yes, he docs ; 
but that does not prove that Christ bought 
tlie healing of all our physical disoases, or 
that He has purchased for His people deliver- 
ance from all physical pain, any more than 
it teaches that He obtained for us, by His 
death, exemption from all other consequences 
of sin. 

Let us read the wliole passage ^carefully, 
The <:sac_t words are: "That it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by E.saias the Pro- 
phet, Himself took our infirmities, and bars 
our sicknesse*^ " 



r-iiow, ii ii be contended by those v.'Sio teach 
tlic doctrine in question, that the bearing of 
our sicknesses here referred to means the 
entire taking away of all disease, and sickness, 
and pain from the bodies of His people, it 
must mean also that He took our infirmities 
as well. That is to s ny that not only diseases 
of the body, but the infirmities of Jur'gmcnt, 
weaknesses of mind nnd will, failures of mem- 
ory, loss of courage, undue sensitiveness to 
pain, shrinking from afHiction, and, indeed all 
the other infirmities of our nature, were, on 
this theory, " borne away for us by Jesus in 
His own body on the tree." 

It is impossible— nay, it is dishonest — to 
separate the' words of God so as to use here 
and there a part of a passage to support a 
view whieh is'out of larmony'with the whole ; 
and if one part of this verse is to be made to 
teach' that Christ bore away all pain, all suf- 
fering and bodily amictioii, then ihc other 
part of it must be taken to, prove that He 
bore away all weakness, all error, all innrm- 

^ <& ^ 

That would imnly that no true follower 
of Christ, who trusted in Him, would be liable 
to make any mistake, for to err is an uifirmity 
of the human mind. 

It would imply that there could be no more 
errors of judgment. The Believing Judge 
could not give a wrong judgment! The Be- 
lieving Doctor could never arrive at a wrong 
diagnosis of disease ! The Believing Minister 
could never fall into an error of doctrine I 
The Believing Merchant could never make 
a mistake in his business. The Believing 
Servant could never fall into blunders in his 
or h-er work. 

It would imply that there could be no more 
failures of memory and shortcomings of wis: 
dom in the true saint. To forget an appoint- 
ment or an address, or to choose a slow train 
when it would have been better to take a 
fast one, or to buy a cotton eloak wlien it 
would have been wiser to buy a woollen one, 
would ail become signs that we were not liv- 
ing .entirely, in the favor of God ; that Jesus 
was not our full Saviour!

chief glories of the Gospel is that it triumphs 
in spite of human weakness, " We have this 
treasare," says Paul, " in earthen vessels, that 
the excellency of the power may be of God 
and not of us;" and "though our out'.vard 
man perish, the inward man is renewed day 
by day." 

It is grace, shining through the poor, weak, 
and infirm perishing earthen frame that really 
brings the glory to the Divine Giver.

What is meant by " our sicknesses "'? The 
greatest of all the ills that flesh is heir to is 
decay. It is decay in some form or other 
vsrhich is at the root of a large part of the 
diseases of mankind. 

Blindness is the decay of the nerves ot sight. 

Deafness is the decay of the nerves of hear- 
ing. 

Lunacy is the decay of the brain-tissues. 

Paralysis is the decay of certain nerve- 
centres. 

Apoplexy is hhe decay, gradual or sudden, 
of the little vessels on the outside of the brain. 

Heart-disease is the decay of the valves of 
the heart. 

Consumption is the gradual decay of the 
cells and tissues of the lungs. 

Blood-diseases are the result of the decay 
of certain minute parts of the blood (called 
corpuscles). 

Cancer is the decay of certain fleshy or bony 
tissues, which, a.<; they decay, infect and des- 
troy others around them, and so on, and so 



All ilfe is decay. Man is no sooner born — 
nay, o?'ten bpforc he begins to draw the vital 
air — than the process of decay begins. Is it 
suggested that Jesus Christ saves Hi.s people 
from the decay of their natural powers? We 
have never heard it before, except in the cases 
of extreme taiiarics, who have proposeJ, tliere- 
fore, to live without the support of food, and 
other natural means, on the ground that, as 
Christ snved rhem from decay, they no longer 
needed food to provide against it. 

Of what use, then, is it to talk of being 
saved from sicknesses, if decay, the chief root 
of sickness, is stili with us? 
© © # 

But bodies v/ithout sickness, without suf- 
fering, and withovit decay, would never die. 
Only a few, even of those who have professed 
to claim the redemption of the body in this 
life, have dared to announce freedom from 

And vet it seems rational to do so, if it be 
once admitted that salvation from sickness 
and decay is a part of the redemption. In- 
deed, I can see no difference in princiDle be- 
tween the two claims. If the rcdempticr, of 
the soul means anything at all, it means the 
deliverance of the soul from* death ; and when 
the rpriemntion of the body in this life is 
talked about, it leads in reality to the theorv 
of its deliverance from sickness, decay, and 
death.

And what a great error is here ! How 
opposite to the teaching of Christ, whqex- 
pres^ly foretold His people's death! How 
far from the, lessons of the epistles, which 
again and again allude to death as giving the 
final witness to a life of faith and obedience, 
and teach that in the humiliation and agony 
of death we are only following Christ to a life 
of joy and victory beyond. 
^ ^ 

Remember Paul's wonderful words to the 
Corinthians about the body and the burial of 
the saints, "It" (the body), he says, "is 
sown in corruption," that is, in a state of 
degradation and putrefaction, the culmination 
of years of decay; "it is raised in incorrup- 
tion," that is, changed into the new body 
after the likeness of Christ. " It is sown in 
dishonor," that is, humiliated becau.ie of sin. 
■md 'tripped of hie, ind health, ^nd bwulv, 



" it is raised in glory," that is, in beauty and 
health. " It is sown in weakness," that is, 
disease, decay, and dea'tli have triumphed 
over it; " it is raifed in power," to be no more 
liable to weakness, to sickness, to decay, or 
death. 

Why all this? Why was not the glory, and 
the beauty, and the health, pnd the endless 
life bestowed on it here? Listen to his an- 
swer — it settles many controversies : '' Now, 
this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood can- 
not inherit the Kingdom of God, neiiher doth 
corruption inherit incorruption."

By 
this mail I am sending you the names of seven 
new Leaguers. I am glad to assure you that 
my feliOw-Ledg-jers are out-and-out for God. 
None of the lads use tobacco in any form. 
I am sending to the Trade" Department for 
War Crys, Sociel Gazettes, and Guides. 

" Please let me have more Articles of War 
forms ; they are wanted for several of the lads 
who have been converted in our meetings. 
Our open-airs are exceptionally good; for an 
hour and a-half 150 to zikt rufii ]\^.t,--i s^tfen- 
tivelv to the good^tidings of salvation. Only 
two or three weeks ago the Spirit of God took 
hold of one of the biggest blackguards in his 
regiment. tie came to our after-meeting 
avowedly to scoff at religion. Thoue-h he 
came to laugh, he remained to pray.

LETTER FROM THE GENERAL. 
A Warm Tribute to Their Work. 

As we have alreadj^ announced in our col- 
umns, Commissioner and Mrs. Booth-Hell- 
berg have very reluctantly been compelled 
to go on furlough on account of the continued 
ill-health of the Commissioner. Writing to 
the Swiss War Crys on the occasion of their 
farewell, the General says: 

" During their command progress was made 
in every department, substantial Improvi.-- 
mentS were being effecte'd, increases 'n.officer.'; 
and soldiers were reported, ininortant de- 
velopmeu'ts in Social Work were commenced, 
while loving confidence in both- Commission- 
ers was every dav being strengthened. Taken 
altogether, the aspect of aiiairs jusliiied san- 
guine expectations for the future. 

"In the midst of this gratifying advance 
the sudden illness of the Commissioner neces- 
sitated the suspension of his labors. His dear 
wife fought hard at the difRcult task of filling 
his place, and officers of all ranks redoubled 
Lheii Jiiigciice in the discharge of their duty 
ill otdci' -lo iiuikc Up lOr uhe lo.=is suitcrci. ^y 
the absence of their leader. Recovery, how- 
ever, came so slowly iliat in the interests o£ 
the Territory, no lesstlian in that of the Coni- 
missioner himself, it was deemed wisest and 
best that he should have a perfect ;ind pro- 
tracted rest, which necessitated the appoint- 
ment of another officer in his place. 

" To say that T deeply regret this is only 
what you would expect from me; and to say 
further that it 'has been deplored by our own 
dear people all over Switzerland is oniy voic- 
ing -what you know 'better than I do myself. 

" But we must hope on. In the place chosen 
for the Commissioner's retirement there wiU 
be every condition favorable to his res' ora- 
tion ; and Vvc will all follow liim to his tempor- 
ary exile with prayers to our Heavenly Fa- 
ther, and faith and hope for 'his <>oniplete 
recovery. _ . 

" You will also, I am sure, join me in pray- 
ing that his precious wife may be comforted 
and supported in the great trial wliich ihe 
■providence of fjotj has thus permitted to over-

David was well named, because he had the 
hf^art of a man when he was a boy. When 
twelve years ol age, v.'hen school "broke up,''

He lived near enough to 
he,Tven not to be, frightened to go there. 

At another corps he found out some old 
widows, who had no male relatives to chop 
wood for thcni, and fetch coal. lie regularly 
attended to their needs, and was surprised 
when he found outsiders thought much of it. 
To him it was the ordinary duty of a Christ- 
tiossessed man.

Some twelve months ago a bright young 
Training officer left the Training Homes for 
India. Although it was quite outside the 
sphere of his official work, th.e Commissioner 
kept up a correspondence .v/ith this young

ESSENTIALS IN THE S. A. BANDS- 
MAN. . 

VI.— j!^ Soloist. 
In my last article I dealt with the ability 
to sing possessed by the average bandsman, 
more especially in combination with the 
voices of his fellowB. But in this i'" is my 
ambition to create the impression — yea, moi'e, 
make it plain — that each bandsman may, with 
^ little effort, discover a talent for soloing. 



Commissioner Coombs, our siewly-appointed 
Commissioner, was for years laboring under 
the impression that Jie could not sing alone, 
and this while an officer ;_ but he made it a 
matter of prayer and practice — t!he latter any- 
thing but pleasing to the listener — until now 
no meeting in which he is present is complete 
iinlfss h" render; a solo. 

Wedded to soul-reaching words, vocal 
niusic, in which is the presence of the God who 
made it — for all good things are of Him — 
laid on the altar, aim iaken thence for the 
one purpose — consecrated to this service for 
the saving of mankind — it becnnnjs a power, 
an invincible power. Hov.r many lirecious 
comrades of ours, brands snatched from the 
gates of hell, as it were, 'have lo thank God 
for the solo of some little dhild, or some 
delicate girl-cflficer, whose very breath was a 
painful effort, as the means used i:o lure them 
from dark jiOiaOilic paihs io ways of light and 
purity? 

But that this talent may be yet further 
discovered, and made to serve its best and 
fullest purpose, I pen these lines. The Welsh 
people are everywhere conceded to be a mus- 
ical people — acceptably mu.sical — for to soul- 
ful melodies tliey attach beautiful words. 
They include besutiful combinations in the 
shape of male or female, or mixed ohcirs, and 
some of the compositions they delight in con- 
tain beautifullv-weird harmonies. But they 
make a specialty of solos, 2nd as a means 
of developing tlhem, arrange competitioriS 
with trying test pieces calculated to bring to 
light the soloist's capabiiilies in this direction. 

At a recent Welsh eisteddfod rcomnetitive 
singing festival) the adiudi«!tor in the solo 
competition delivcrdd himself tlhus: 

" The test piece is intended to test not only 
the vocal capabilities of the siftgers, but also 
tlip mental -capacities. In many r.r.."eg thcy 
iiueily failed to apprecia'te the no'etry of the 
music. The man nnrtrayed in to-day's test 
piece is represented as being in a state 01 ter- 
rible despair, almost voiceless with terror 
because of the remembrance of liis sin.s. Most 
.of the singers, however, sang as if <ihey 
had had a very good breakfast before they 
started. They should study, before every- 
thing else, the sense of the -words, and then 
applj' t-he music. One singer was not content 
to leave nature alone. If God gives a man 
a good voice, it is a pity to alter it. So many 
singers tihink that, to show feeling, it is neces- 
sary to imitate the goat tliat trembler. The 
tremble comes soon enough, as an accomoani- 
nient to age. I would like to find the voice of 
mv youth. I could do the vibrating faeauti-

Capt. Thv/ing, of the steamer Harold Dol- 
lar, which has returned to San Francisco from 
the eastern coast of Siberia, tells of an mvas- 
ion of the cities and villages of the Kamst- 
chatkan Peninsula by 'hundreds of starving 
Siberian bears. The ferocious animals, driven 
from the mountains by hunger,- made their 
way to the inhabited regions of the coast, and 
for days kept the imlivw :n a state of semi- 
siege. In Ustakamchatka, a small town near 
ithe city of Petropavlosk, 150 of the savage 
brutes were shot in a single day, ls they 
roamed among the houses in search of food.

The Story of a 

French Lassie. 

Called as a Junior into the Army, She Longed 
for the Pleasures of the World, but Fin- 
ally Yielded to the Voice of Her Con- 
science and Became an Army Officer. 

I was a child of about seven wheli the Army 
came to Nimes, and my recollections of those 
firs't moTitiis are rather 
confused. I heard my 
parents talking of how 
the Salvation Army 
people were, coming 
v.'ith trumpets and 
drums, and of liOw 
(horrified everybody 
was; and then when 
they came they were 
su quici; auil nict 
themselves, and yet 
wihs.t the'"' said seemed 
to cause so much up- 
set! It was very strange. Father went to 
the first meeting, whidi was h^ld in a very 
rough part of Nimes ; nearly all the v/mdows 
were broken that night, and one oi the officers 
was almost killed I 

Father's chief interest seemed to be in the 
ofticers themselves. Ke Siiw paper on their 
quarters' table iustead of a ■white cloth, and 
their simplicity and devotion so much im- 
pressed him chat he went to many meetings, 
especially those for teaching holiness early 
on Sunday mornings. Then he gor. really 
converted. He had been a Christian before, 
but not a worker for God. » 

What I do remember very clearly was the 
first time I saw my father in a Salvation 
Army cap! We were in the country house 
where we always spent the summer, and 
one .Saturday evening we children ran, as 
usual, down the avenue to meet him when 
he came for the week-end. Then I got a 
dreadful sihock, for, instead of the usual black 
■hat, I saw a red cap on my father's grey- 
hair ! 

After we returned iu Nimes my mother 
went to the Army and was saved, and a few 

special meetings, and my mother came home 
with a halleluiah bonnet! 

So you see we were brought up in the 
Aniiy, aiiu I was convel'led as a child, V/e 
used to go to the children's nieetrngs, started 
by the present Lieut.-Colonel Peyron, then 
a boy of fifteen. My eldest sister became a 
Field Officer, and lyas afterwards Staff-Cap- 
tain and Editor of En Avant for three years. 
She died eighteen years ago. 

WJicn I was about fourteen I b^gan to 
long after the world, and to wish that°[ had , 
someone to take me to parties and the sort 
of pleasures the other school-girls enioyed. 
Thus, for about two years I was restless and 
unhappy. All the while I knew I .'■hould 
have to be good, but I didn't want to ; I kicked 
against tJhe pricks, and suffered in conse- 
quence. 

Then Capt. Peyron came home for a rest; 
and sent around personal invitations to all 
his old juniors to attend a special meeting 
in our home' Of course, I vtus included, and 
in that meeting I gave up the useless strug- 



gle against God's Spirit, and chose Him and 
goodness once. and for ever. At the penitent 
form in that little meeting I got definitely 
converted, and became a Salvationist, After 
that I wore uniform at school, and later the 
Principal of our. school was converted and 
joined the Army, and there was a beautiful 
revival among the girls. It was easier after 
that for me. "l used to "O v.'ith Miss Pc^Ton 
(now Mrs. Adjt, Tzaut); my great fr'cnd, to 
the villages on Sundays and take En Avants 
voum]. 

When I came Lo London id stiidv English 
1 had not yet made my life-choice. For a 
while I worked in a Slum Mission, but I was 
unhappy because God was all the timo trying 
to show me my real place, I saw it at last, 
and wrote .to Paris, offering myself as a Can- 
didate. A few months later I "entered the 
French Training Home, under Staff-Captain 
Schoch (now Mrs. Colonel Roussel), and after 
that began six sucli happy years of Field 
Officership. Four of my appointments were 
" openings," and we had most blessed times, 
and revivals in many places. 

I always loved the Rescue Work. The 
Army's first Home in France was in Nimes, 
and I often lised 10 go and read to the girls 
and do anything I could to help, even while 
too young myself to understand the world'.s 
sin. 

My last corps was in Switzerland, and we 
did a lot of open-air work there. It was such 
a treat, because in France we may not hold 
open-airs. But I broke down afterward.?, and 
came home for a long rest, and then I was 
appointed to the Resiiue Work, and went as 
Scribe to the Warden of Paris Home. Later 
on I was placed in charge, and, the lease B-sing 
nearly out, we were looking for a mere suit- 
able house. Just at the last minute we se- 
cured our present Home, and I h. d to get all 
the p^ckiiig^ and moving done inside of two 
davii, I was on my hlcyc'la all tlu- fii-st day, 
hurrying about to arrange things and to get 
a little money to pay for the move, our funds 
were so low. It was only twenty-five minutes' 
walk from one Iiois.^e to the othc:-, so the 
girls helped by carrying their belongings 
across. They were so good. 

Then at last everything was over and we 
took our first meal of bread and cheese in 
the dark dining-room i The house had been 
empty for two years, and our other lease hav- 
ing expired and Dhis place only Just secured, 
we had to move in first and do the cleaning 
afterwards! It was an experience, but we 
can laugh at it all now, and rejoice that we 
were so wonderfully helped through.

RICHARD III^-A.D. 1483-1485. 

Richard HI. seems to have wished to be a good 
and great king; but lie mads hla way to, the throne 
In too evil a manner to be likely to prosper. How 
many people he had put to death we ^3o not know; for 
when the English began to suapeot that he had 
murdered his .two mephews, 'liiey uloo acou£ed him 
of the death of every one who Jiad been secretly slain 
Since Ednaril. IV, came to the throne, when ihe had 
been a mere boy. He found he must be nJrways on 
the watohj and his home was unhappy, tor his son, 
for whose sake he had striven go liard to be king, 
died while yet a boy, and Anne, his wife, not long 
after. ' > 

VVhcQ hla" former sfeiunch friend, rthe Duke of 
Buc!t.ngha-rii, begsn to f^el Chat thoucli he wanted 
the sons, of Bllzaheth Woodville to be set aside from 
feigningi It was quite another thing to muider them. 
He was a imin, proud man, who had a little royal 
blofjd: — being descended from Thomas, the flist Duke 
of GTpuceater, son ot Edward III. — and he bethought 
hln^self that, now all the House of Lancaster was 
gone, and so many of the House of York, he might 
pOiSlbly become king. But Jie had hardly began to 
malcc a plot before the kcen-slffhted, watchful Rich- 
ard found it out, end hati Jum se.zed and beheaded. 

There wua aiiOLucr piut, ihough, ."thai I5it:ua:--J utu 
not fli'-'i out In time. The real House ot Lancaster 
had ended when poor youn^ nionard was killed at 
Tewkesbury; but the 3eaai0rt5 — the children ox that 
younger family ot John of Gaunt, who had first be- 
gun ths quarrel with the Duke of York— iwere not ail 
dead. Lady Margaret Befiiifort, the daughter of the 
eldest son, had married a Welsh gentla.'nin named 
Edmund Tudor, arid had a son called Henry Tudor, 
Earl of Richmond. Edward IV. had always feared 
that this youth would rise against ^hlm, and he had 
been obliged to wander about in Fraace and Brltftany 

of Lady Margaret, and sh^ had married a Yorkist 
nobleman. Lord Stanley. 

Now, the eldest daughter of Edward IV — Elisabeth, 
or Ijody Beesee, as sh« was called — iwas older than 
her poor young brothers; and she lieard, to her great 
horror, that her uneie .wanted to commit the great 
wlokcdntsa ol mating her his wife, alter poor Anne 
Nevll's death. There is a curious old set ol verses, 
written- by Lord KtanlHy'a squire, whloh- saya that 
Lady Bessee called Lord Stanley to a secret room, 
and begged him to send to his atep-aon, Richmond, 
to Invite him to oome to England and set them all 
free, 

Stanley said he could not write -well enough, and 
that he could not (trust" a scribe; but Laay Bedbec 
said she could write as well cs any scribe In Eng- 
land. So ehe told blm to oome to her chamber at 
nine that evening, with ihla trusty squlra; and there 
ehe wrote letters, kneeling by the itahle, to all the 
noblemen likely to be discontented with Richard, and 
appofiillnc a place of jueettag with Stanley; and 
she promised herseM that, if Henry Tudor would 
come and overthrow the cruel tyrant Richard, she 
wUii'iu inurcy him; ana she sent uim a ring in pledge 
of ,hftr ,DromlBe. 

Henry was In Brittany when ihc received the letter. 
He kisced the ring, but waited long before he made 
up his ailnd to try hla fortune. At last Jie sailed In 
a French ship, and landed al MUIord Haven — lor he 
know the Welsh would be Jellghted to see blm; and, 
as he was really descended- Irom the great Cld British 
nhiRfH, they seemed to think that to make Wm king 
of England would .be almost like having King Arljhur 
back again. 

They gathered m>md him, and so did a fercat many 
English nobles, ^iix RI<aiard, ithou^h very angry, 
was not much alanmed, for he knew Henry Tudor 
had never seen a battle. He marched out to meet 
him, and a terrible flsht t<Jok place at KeJinorc 
Heatli, near ?.!arkpt Bosworlh, where, alter Ions sod 
desperate struggling, Richard was overwhelmed and 
nlaln, his banner itaSei!, and his meii cither tallkd or 
driven from the Held. His' body was found gashed, 
bleeding, and stripped: and thus was thrown across 
a horse and carried Into Leicester, where he had slept 
the night before. The orown he had worn over liie 
hdmet was picked up from the branches of a haw- 
thorn, and set on the head of Henry 'tudor. Richard 
was the lost king of the PlanSagenet family, -who had 
ruled over ^igland tjr more than , &iteB hundred 
years. This battle of Boswortta likewise Hnlshed the 
v-iiolo Hooiy war ot lli.' Rud and WUiILo llocis.
